if well, which is ſubmitted to the judgment of the truly Judicious. That the Work is of 
great concern to all, that attend to Divine Things, and account an Underſtanding of the 
Scriptures their true Intereſt and Advantage, mult be acknowledgd. Many helps the Lord 
hath afforded in that matter, but never ought of this Kind hath been publiſhed. The Toil 
of the Work hath been alleviated by the Divine Sweetneſs communicated in the Managery 
of it. Tis ſuited not only to the Learned, but ſuch as are unskilful in the Tongues, to whom 
by it the Scripture 1n its firſt Native Language, both of the Hebrew in the Old, and the 
Greek in the New Teſtament is made familiar 3 belides other Advantages too large here tobe 
mentioned.
